CHICAGO CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 


Ita May Festival at the Grand Pacific a 
Great Succesas—The Addresses. 

The May festival of the Chicago Congrega- 
tional Club was held last evening in the din- 
ing-room of the Grand Pacific. Mrs. Alice 
Freeman Palmer, former President of Wel- 
lesley College, and Prof. Rollin D. Salisbury 
of Beloit College were the guests of the club 
and afterthe dinner spoke upon different 
phases of higher education. 

Mrs. Palmer's address was a common-sense, 
bright, and witty appeal for tne higher edu- 
cation of women, laying great emphasis in 
conclusion upon the possibilities of beauty in 
an intellectual home life. Somewhat in op- 
position to the generally accepted view she 
insisted that woman should have higher edu- 
cation from the very fact that hers was a 
home life and that tnat life would be hap- 
pier, healthier, and more useful as a result 


of it. 

Prof. Salisbury's subject was Some Ideals 
in Science.“ After showing how the late 
hostility between the sciences and the ciass- 
ics had happily changed to a generous rivairy 
for greater excellence in both, he concluded 
by pointing out the immense practical value 


of scientific study to the streng nenmg of 


the mind and the building up of character. 

President Moore then called upon the Rev. 
Frank Gunsaulus, who said, among other 
things: : 

“i have just left a company of gentlemen 
who have decided that the $1,000, neces- 
sary to the building of a at university in 
this city, shall be raised. That means more 
to the future of Chicago than does the 
World's Fair.“ 

Ine Jesuits of whom we read with un- 
conscious incredulity were but the predeces- 
sors of those who today steal through our 
country saying what truths of history our 
boys shail be taught and dictating to you in 
Chicago whether the English language shail 
be the language of this English-speaking 
country.

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TOOK OFF THEIR APRONS. 


SCORES OF HOTEL WAITEGS ON THE 
LIST OF STRIKERS. 


The Palmer House, Tremont, and Com- 
mercial Affected—A Victory Claimed by 
Each Side—Novices Pressed into Service 
—4 Trace at the Auditorium and an 
Agreement at the Grand Pacific—Two 
New York Caravansaries Threatened. 

Fifty waiters at the Palmer House, twenty 
at the Tremont, and twenty-eight at the 

Commercial Hotel left their work yesterday 

in pursuance of the plan of the Culinary 

Alliance to enforce recognition of the union 

scale. In part it was a lockout, ih parta 

strike. A victory is claimed by each side. 


The demands of the waiters include an ad- 


vance from $25 to $30a month, twelve hours 
as the highest hmit for a day’s work, charge 
for breakage at cost price, and recognition of 
the union—that is, the employment of none 
dut union men. The program of the union 
Was to have the Executive Committee call on 
the hotelkeepers one after the other and re- 
quest a reply to these demands. In case of a 
refusal astrike was to follow. Owing to the 
concerted action agreed on by some of the 
hotelkeepers Sunday this program was car- 
ried out only in part. 

When the committee arrived at the Palmer 
House wtouna that the management had 
discharged all union waiters, numbering 
about fifty, at 6 o’ciock in the morning, wnen 
Manager Townsend submitted to them a scale 
practically conceding the demands of the 
union waiters, with the excepuon of the em- 
ployment of wnion men exclusively. All 
union men refused to accept this and were 
therefore discharged. Chamoermaids, cooks, 
ana bell-boys were substituted and the meals 
were served as well as could be under the 
circumstances. A sigu was placed outside 
calling for colored waiters, but barring all 
union men. 

“IT wish it distinctly understood,“ said 
Manager Townsend afterward, “* that we did 
all the striking ourselves. The men were 
discharged ana I paid them off myself. That 
ends the matter as far as we are concerned. 
We have a force of 500 from which to draw. 
We can take fifty girls from ne laundry ana 
fifty from the chambermaids. We have 
this afternoon employed about twelve non- 
union eglored men. We shall not sign any 
union agreement, but we do not take the 
stand that no union man shall be employed. 
I think the boys have been misled in this 
matter and that when they realize this they 
will be glad to return.” : 


CONTINUING THE ATTACK, 

At tne Auditorium the committee was told 
that in the absence of Mr. Southgate no one 
Was authorized to make any such radical 
move as was demanded. The visitors were 
informed, however, that their schedule 
would in all probability be met and the men 
given $380 per month. An agreement was 
entered into by which the waiters suould re- 
main until the return of Mr. Southgate, who 
will arrive at 10 o’clock this moruing. The 
scale was signed tor twenty-four hours by 
Cierk Drummond. 

The committee called at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel and made an engagement to meet 
Messrs. Drake and Parker in the afternoon. 
The Grand Pacific was not represented at 
Sunday’s meeting of the hotelkeepers and 
did not live up to the resolutions tbere 
adopted. The committee was informed that 
the demands had already been compliea with 
as to wages, hours, and oreakage rules. The 
union scale was signed with tne understand- 
ing that the management is not to be con- 
fined to the employment of anion men, but 
will give them the first call. If the union 
cannot furnish the class or number of men 
desired the Management may go outside to 
get them. The hotel also reserves the right 
to make terms with each man as he is em- 
ployed. 

At the Tremont Manager Rathbone called 
his men together in the morning and told 
them he would grade their wages according 
to ability. He would sign no alliance paper, 
but would giadly pay $30 a month to any man 
who deserved it. Breakage charges had 
been done away with. If a man was palpa- 
bly careless in such matters he would simply 
be discharged. 

Many of the waiters were satisfied and re- 
mained after the Executive Committee 
called, only half of them going out. : 

At the Commerciai Hotel Mr. Dabb told 
the waiters he would not sign the union 
scale, but would pay $25 the first month and 
advance wages Sl a month for five months 
mand then keep them at $30 the year around. 
The waiters refused the offer and struck, 
leaving only the head waiters behind. Cham- 
bermaids were put to work, und women will 
be kept at the service as long as necessary. 

President Pomeroy of the Culinary Alii- 
ance isin New York trying to secure the co- 
operation ofthe waiters at the Gilsey and 
Hoffman Houses, which are controlied by 
Manager Southgate cf the Auditorium. in 
case the demands are reiused at tne Audi- 
torium the intention is to call out the waiters 
at the two New York hotels as well. 

SHORT STRIKE OF RAILROAD MEN. 

There was a strike among the Rock Island 
switchmen yesterday. James Callahan of 
the city yards cutatrain at the Fourteenth 
street crossing to allow some teams to pass. 
Before all had doue so the engineer threw 
the engine back and struck a wagon. The 
accident enraged Yardmaster Corey, who 
at once discharged Callahan without giving 
the matter anything but a cursory investiga- 
tion. His action was soon made known to 
the other men in the yards and they at once 
quit work. Runners were sent to the big 
yards at Forty-seventh street ana the switch- 
men there at ouce left the engines. Such 
vigorous retaliation on the partor the men 
was wholly unexpected by Corey, who im- 
mediately reinstated Callahan. The others 
resumed work ana by 1 o’clock the system 
was in operation again, 

LOCAL LABOR NOTES, 

The German Typographicai Union has se- 
cured the introduction of the eight-hour day in 
the printing offices of B. Baumann, Ed Beeh, 
E. Simon & Co., and Max Stern. They are en- 
deavoring to introduce it in all the German job 
printing offices. 

The strike of the tanners employed by 
Lambean & Son has been concluded, this being 
the last firm to yield. A compromise was ef- 
fected by which for the present tne men are to 
get a working day of nine hours with a corre- 
sponding reduction in wages. But from June 1 
the old wages will be paid while the reduction of 
hours will remain in force. 


Lathers Strike at St. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 19.— [Special.] Today 
the ranks of the strikers were swelled by 200 
lathers, who went out on a demand for eight 
hours atthe present rate of compensation.

GLEANINGS iN LUCAL FIELDs, 


Aims of Christiaan Socialism. 


Farwell Hall was about half filled last night 
on the eccasion of an address by the Rev. W. D. 
P. Bliss of Boston on “ Christian Socialism.” He 
was introduced by the Rev. J. P. Brushingham, 
Mr. Bliss said Christian Socialism was not any 
exact system of society; it was not Anarchism 
or Communism. It believed in a com- 
mon capital and product, but it de- 
lieved im private homes and property. 
Christian Socialism affirmed that Christianity 
was a religion of love. It was the app.ication of 
Christianity to social problems; it believed in 
the ownership and control of all capital by the 
community collectively, to be operated by the 
community codéperatively for the equitabie good 
ofall. The first thing to be done would be the 
nationalization of railroads. The telegraph 
system should also be national. He believed 
the municipalities and State should furnish 
work. The cost could be met by tax on real es- 
tate and houses. The land monopoly wasa great 
question. It was not right that the Astors 
should own a large part of New York or the 
Duke of Westminster tracts of London. He be- 
lieved this monopoly could be got rid of by in- 
creasing the tax on land values. Short ad-

Uneonstitational Becanse it Interferes with 
Inter-State Commerce. 
Wasurnerton, D. C., May 19.—[Speciai.|— 
The Supreme Court of the United States 
rendered a decision today in the important 
dase of Minnesota against Henry Barber, 
known as “the dressed-beef case.” The 
court affirms the decision of the lower court 
declaring the dressed-beef law unconstitu- 
tional, and discharging the appellee from 
Custody on the ground that the act prac- 
tically ignores the rights of citizens of other 
States, as well as Minnesota, to engage in 

inter-Staté co.amerce. 

Barber was convicted of selling fresh beef 
slaughtered in Iilinois, and which dad not 
been inspected before slaughter, as re- 
quired by the law of Minnesota. He alleged 
that the law was an unconstitutional inter- 
ference with inter-State commerce. 

The court, by Justice Harlan, says: 

Underlying the entire argument in behalt of 
the State is the proposition that it is impossible 
to tell, with certainty, whether or not fresh beef, 
veal, mutton, lamb, or pork, designed for human 
food, cume from animals that were diseased 
when slaughterea, a: by inspection of the 
animals on the hoof within a very short time be- 
fore they were slaughtered, and it is insisted, 
with great confidence, that of this fact the court 
must take judicial notice, If, as alleged, the 
inspection of fresh beef, veal, mutton, 
lamb, or .pork, will not necessarily show 
whether the animal from which it was 
taken was diseased when slaughtered, it would 
not follow thata statute like the one before us 
is within the constitutional power of the State 
to enact, On the contrary, the enactment of a 
similar statue by each one of the States compos- 
ing the Union would resultin the destruction of 
commerce among the several States, 80 
far as such commerce is involved in the 
transportation from one part of the coun- 

to another of meat designed for 
human food, and me yg free from disease. 
As the inspection must take place within the 
twenty-four hours immediately preceding the 
slaughtering the act. by its necessary operation, 
excludes from the Minnesota market practical- 
ly all fresh beef, veal, mutton, lamb. or pork—in 
whatever form, and although entirely sound, 
healthy, and fit for human food—taken from ani- 
mals slaughtered in other States, and directly 
tends to restrict the slaughter of animals whose 
meat is to be sold in Minnesota tor human food 
to those engaged in such business in that State. 
This must be so because the time, expense, 
and labor of sending animais from points 
outside of Minnesota to points in that Sfate to 
be there inspected, and bringing them back 
after inspection to be slaughte at the place 
from which they were sent—the slaughtering to 
take piace within twenty-four hours after in; 
spection, else the certificate of inspection be- 
comes of no value—will be so great as to amount 
to an absolute prohibition upon sales made in 
Minnesota of meat from animals not slaughtered 
within its limits. When to this is added the 
fact that the statute, by its necessary operation, 
prohibits the sale in the State of fresh beef. 
veal, mutton, lamb, or pork from animals that 
may have been inspected carefully and thor- 
oughly in the State where they were slaughtered, 
and before they were siaughtered, no doubt can 
remain as to it effects upon commerce among,the 
different States. 

It is one thing for a State to exclude altogether 
from its limits cattle, sheep, orswine actually 
diseased, or meats that. by reason of their con- 
dition or the condition of the animals from which 
they are taken, are unfit for human food, and 
punish all sales of such animals or of such meat 
within its limits. It is — another thing fora 
Stace to declare, as does Minnesota, by the 
necessary operation of its statutes that fresh 
beef, veal, mutton, lamb, or pork—articies that 
are used inevery part of this country to support 
human lile—shall not be sold at all for human 
food within its limits, unless the animal from 
such which meats are taken are inspected in that 
State, or, as is practically sai uniess the 
animal is slaughtered in that State. 

The decision practically decides similar 
cases pending in Indiana, Colorado, New 
Mexico, and Virginis, as well as the invalidi- 
ty of the city ordinance of Topeka, Kas., 
which was declared unconstitutional by 
Judge Brewer of the Supreme Court while 
serving as District Judge.

The Steamers Ohle and Siberia at the 41 
tom of t. Mary’« River. | 

Sau? Ste. MARI®, Mich., May 18.— [Special.] 
At 10:30 this morning the steamer Siberia, 
downward bound, collided with the steamer Ohio, 
upward bound, with the schooner Thomas P. 
Sheldon in tow, at the head of Mud Lake, near 
the can buoy. Both steamers were exactly at 
the turning point to and trom Sailors’ Encamp- 
ment. A blast of one whistle was first blown by 
the Siberia, and immediately answered by the 
Ohio with one blast. Several steamers were 
within 500 feet of the colliding boats, the steam- 
er Majestic, upward bound, being about 500 feet 
and starboard of the Ohio, and the steamer Sam- 
uel Mather, downward bound, abreast and less 
than seventy-five feet from the Siberia. 

The Siberia, probably owing to her proximity 
with the Mather. suddenly steered to port, and 
before her headway could be stopped, her engines 
being reversed, she struck the Ohio near her 
foremast rigging on the port side, entering the 
bull several feet. The Ohio sank in less than six 
minutes in from twenty-five to thirty feet of 
water. Hercrew barely escaped from drown- 
ing. She lies within five hundred feet of the can 
buoy with apart fof her pilot-house and texas 
visible. 

The steamer Sibera, after backing out from 
the Ohio, was pointed for shoal water, having 
damaged her stem and planking forward so as to 
cause a heavy leak. Her main deck is above 
water. 

The Ohio is laden with about 1,000 tons of slack 
coal from Cleveland for West Su are. She is 
owned by T. P. Mason of East Saginaw and is 
valued at $150,000. The Siberia is from Two Har- 
bors, with 1,642 gross tons of ore. for Cleveland. 
She is owned by Moore & Barlow of Cleveland 
and is worth $95,000. Capt. Lawiess of the Ma- 
jestic picked up the crew of nine men, bringing 
them to this-port. Capt. Madden of the Ohio 
with two mates and a lookout-man remained be- 
hind endeavoring to recover valuables from the 
Captain’s room. 

he Ohio lies on a mud bottom in an upright 
position. She is in mid-channel, and will be a 
source of trouble to steamers navigating that 
part of the river at night. 


Better Outlook for Coal Carriers. 

There was little of whatis known as the lake 
freight market yesterday. The lake and rail 
lines, with the exception of a small cargo of oats 
to Georgian Bay, took everything suippers had 
to offer on through rates. The movement of oats 
and a fair inquiry for room to Lake Ontario were 
the only new features. Agents still quote.the 
Buffalo rate at 14% cents on corn. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., May 19.—Coal freights to Lake 
Michigan ports were strong. Tonnage was 
wanted, especially for Chicago and Milwaukee, 
but offerings were 32 light. 

CLEVELAND, O., —Ure rates are un- 
changed, with 2 dull. Coal freights are 
somewhat stronger. Sixty cents was offered to 
Chicago, and the Milwaukee rate is moving along 
up toward that figure. It is already offered on 
coal from Huron to Milwaukee. 


Striking at the Base of Supplies. 

It is likely the old Chicago tug companies will 
send tugs to Muskegon to compete for the tow- 
ing there. This march through Georgia” is in- 
tended to cripple the Independent Tug Line, 
which came here from Muskegon and which has 
still a monopoly of the towing there, by depriving 
the line of its home support.

250,000 bushels at the outside. The present ‘brisk 
receipts of oats will be over in a week. They 
are coming from the cribs. The farmers have 
plenty of corn and only a small quantity of oats 
unsold, From 150 stations where we are buying 
I do not expect to get over fifteen cars a day a 
week from now. Isuppose we have 100 cars in 
today’s receipts, but it is from our cribs, where it 
has been stored.” 


Can American Routes Meet This Rate? 

The first through rate on grain to Montreal by 
the Vermont Central’s new route was made yes- 
terday, 40,000 bushels of corn being taken at 5% 
cents. This is against 7% centsto Boston on 
corn for export. There will be plenty of ocean 
tonnage at Montreal the first halfof June, and 
at this low rate it is expected there will be a fair 
movement of corn by way of Montreal. The Ver- 
mont Central takes the grain to Ogdensburg, and 
then sends it on to Montreal in St. Lawrence 
River barges. The first shipment will be on the 
Pridgeon.

The Rev. Dr. Everard Kempshall of Eliza- 
eth, N. J., a member of the committee on 
methods of effecting changes in the Confes- 
sion of Faith and the constitution of the 
church, offered a resolution to the effect that 
te report of this committee be recommitted 

to said committee, that said committee. be 
increased or enlarged, and that it receive all 
amendments to said report and be instructed 
to report back to the assembly at as early a 
day as possible.

Hill appears to be ready to admit that the 
Chicago lines are entitled wa fair share of 
the St. Paul through trafiic. a 

The total shipments of east- bound freight 
of all kinds from Chicago, except live stock,

Goddard's Resignation Accepted. 

When Tae TRIBUNE announced a month 
ago that J. F. Goddard, Vice-President of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, had tend- 
ered his resignation efforts were made to dis- 
credit the report, and one paper even went 
so far as to publish an alleged interview with 
Mr. Goddard—although tte was out of the 
city at the time—making him denounce the 
report as a canard. THe TRIBUNE is now 
able to announce upon official authority that 
the resiguation of Mr. Goddard has been ac- 
cepted, to take effect June 1. Mr. Goddard’s 
resignation is entirely due to the refusal of 
Traflic-Manager Hanley to recognize his au- 
thor.ty.. Mr. Goddard, as Seconda Vice-Fres- 
ident, was charged with the maintenance of 
rates and ail other matters appertaining to 


the traffic of the company. He is a man who 


means to stick to agreements and keep faith 
with competitors, but he was thwarted in his 
attempts to do so by Mr. Hanley, who made 
whatever rates and arrangements he 
liked without consulting with Mr. God- 
dard. As President Manvel seemed to back 
Mr. Haniey, Mr. Goddard came to the con- 
clusion that his services were no longer 
needed on the Santa Fé. At one. time the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul tried to secure the 
services of Mr. Goddard, but at that time he 
did not feel inclined to leave the Santa Fé, 
with which he had been connected for so 
many years, and consequentiy the Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul secured the services of E. P. 
Ripley, General Manager of the Burlington. 
Aithougn Mr. Goddard has several good 
offers he has as yet not made up his mind 
which one to accept. it is his intention to 
take a short vacation before reéntering 
active service. 

Mr. Goddard’s successor wiil be chosen by 
the Board of Directors at its next meeting. 


Fruit Rates from the Pacific Coat. 

The Joint Committee of the Central Traffic 
and Trunk Line Associations has voted to 
accept its agreed percentages of the through 
rates of $1.50 per 100 pounds from authorized 
Pacific coast points to the western termini 
of the trunk lines and to New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Baltimore, and $1.56 per 100 
pounds to Boston, on deciduous fruits in full 
car-loads, at a minimum of 20,000 pounds per 
car, entirely at the risk of the owner and 
subject to the conditions that the charges 
must be prepaid or guaranteed. At this rate 
the stuf is to be transported only upon 
freight trains at the ordinary speed.: As to 
the rates proposed for carrying at acceler- 
ated or special speed or upon approximate 
passenger-train time—$2.20 to New York on 
five car-loads or more, and $2.50 when in 
quantities less than five car-loads—the 
speed and rates are left subject to individual 
egreement between the roads east and west 
of Chicago, East St. Louis, and intermediate 
junction points, with the understanding that 
the Joint Committee has declined to recognize 
differences in rates for adifferent number of 
car-loads carried at like speed. \

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Mistakes of the Proposed Measure. 


LONDON, May 6.—[Editor of The Tribune.]—I 
see by the American papers that the new Tariff 


bill from Mr. McKinley's committee proposes an 


increase of duty on imported goods. If such is 
the case there can be only one defensibie reason 
for it—viz: To induce their manufacture in 
America, and so far as that reason can be urged, 
with the assurance that such increased duties 
will ect sucha result and with the further as- 
surance that when factories are established com- 
pettiion will reduce the price nearly or quite to 
the cost of production in Europe, the increase 
would be justifiable, but on.no other grounds. 
Nearly twenty-seven years of high tariff duties 
would seem to me to have been a period of in- 
cubation quite long enough to demonstrate 
whether the eggs inthat reason are genuine or 
addled and hypothetical. There are two kinds 


of goods which we import which should be dealt. 


with on quite different lines. 

One class, of which fine linen fabrics make the 
largest amount, cannot be made in America us 
well as in Ireland, if at all. 

These should all come in /ree when there is no 
need of a tariff on them for revenue purposes. 

' Another cluss, of kinds too numerous to men- 
tion, are luxuries, sold, some in large quantities, 
but mostly in smal! amounts, to ~ell-to-do people. 
These should be taxed to any extent necessary 
to anduce their manufacture in Ameri- 

because such tax does not 
reach the pockets of the poor 
but only such as are able to pay, until the com 
petition naturally born of high profits will re- 
lieve them trom it. It may be asked, Is not 
twenty-seven years long enough and have not 
the duties for that time been enormous? I an- 
swer that most of these twenty-seven years have 
not absorbed these luxuries to such an extent as 
to induce their manufacture in America, except 
silks, of which the sale is large, and if these were 
imported free they would never be worn by poor 
people to any appreciable extent. 

Articles of general consumption by all classes, 
in large quantities, cannot be treated in like 
manner when revenue to pay war depts is not 
needed. Our people bore patiently wan such a 
tax on that cluss of goods to pay our war debt, 
and it accomplished at the same timea reduction 
in cost, in very many, and. in fact. most articles 
used by the masses. making them much less 
than foreign goods were before the war, and in some 
cases less than they could now be imported for. 
Does any one claim solittie knowledge of human 
nature as to suppose that such a result could 
have occurred if we had not had a high protect- 
ive tariff that by force of circumstances could 
not be revealed until they were reached? There 
is another potent reason in addition to emali 
consumption why luxuries have not had the same 
experience. Manufacturers have learned that

luxuries by the rich ana not made in America, 
are not much affected by the new tariff.

and not only aid she have by far the largest ex- 
bibit, bat she had by far the best, as is proved by 
the fact that whue the average of awards made 
to all nations was 50 yee cent sbe gotin the in- 
dustrial department 120 per cent, and in the sec- 
tion of finearts far more than the average of 
any other nation; indeed, it was generally ad- 
mitted that her exhibit in the “palace of the 
beautiful arts left nothing to be desired. And 
ali this, be it remembered, was what we might 
in vulgar parlance call a mere “snap” exhibit,

the last Paris Exhibinon was first pro 
there was a somewhat bitter feeling among the 
nations against the new Republie and a strong 
opinion that it was not lhkely to survive long 
enough to make the show a success, or guaran:
